The article on tin- Yale-Savoim sec-

THK WILLIAMS LAKE LA^DfAXS 
AGA/.^'. 

In a late issue of T/ic Colonist was 
published a letter from Wilf.i.vm, In- 
dian chief at Williams Lake, feelingly 
setting forth his grievances, and re- 
garding the statements as substantially 
well-founded, wo accordingly comment- 
ed upon them. Notwithstanding all 
that has elsewhere been advanced 
against Chief William's comi)laints, 
wo adhere to the conviction that he 
and liis followers have from tho first 
been sadly neglected, and that their 
piteous case now urgently call.s for the 
thorough and immediate attention of 
the authorities at Ottawa. In another 
column is printed a letter to (,,'hief 
William from one of our pioneer set- 
. tiers, the •well-known and much-ccper- 
icnced Mr. AnciUBALD McKinlav, of 
Lac La llache. This earnest letter 
amply corroborates all tliat we have 
maintained. For further details, re- 
ferring to Mr. McKiN lay's letter, wc 
have only to add that poor William 
and his people have long in the land of 
their forefathers been without u home 
to call their own, as tho tract, origin- 
ally, for reisidencc, pastoral purposes 
and burial ground, occupied as their 
headquarters, has tor years been legally 
owned and highly improved by a far- 
mer of the white race. 



ANOTHER GREAT STEAMSHIP. 



Tlio Distreasod "WiUieuri Lake Indians. 

La(j La IL\oiit:, Nov. '10. 
T>. milium, Chief of ^niliawi L.ih- 
Indians: 

Siu: — I noticed your letter in Tlu: 
]Vt€llii Colonist issue of tho 12th inst., 
and I purpose for my own justification 
making a few remarks thereon in the 
columns of The Colouift. 

In the first place I know } ou will 
believe my words notwitlistanding I 
have, through over-confidence in the 
word of others, unwittingly allowed 
myself to make promises to you and 
other Indians in this part of tho coun- 
try which have not been kept in ;'.any 
degree with good faith. " ' Wlieii ' the 
joint Indian commission was in the 
Kamloops country I received letters 
from the Rev. Father iNLcGuckin, and 
many other white men in this vicinity, 
stating that the Indians were anxious 
to bo informed when- they might - ex- 
pect u& I submitted such letters to 
my brother commissioners and they 
authorized mo to state that the atten- 
tion of tho commission would be direct- 
ed to this district as soon as the Shu- 
swaps, Okanagan and Nicola Inilians 
could be settled with. When I mot 
j'ou last July at the 150-Mile House I 
felt sure INlr. Sproat would soon bo 
among you and I expressed myself ac- 
cordingly; 3'ou believed nie and went 
home satisfied. INly surprise and mor- 
tification may be easily conjectured 
when I learned that after the promises 
made by himself and the other com- 
missioners, through me, lie only 
came as far as Lytton, aiid from thence 
retraced his steps and proceeded to the 
northwest coast, for wlmt object no one 
can surmise. As soon as I heard ,of 
this wonderful niovo I proceeded to 
^'"ietoria where I met a number of old 
wise men, friends to the Indian and to 
justice, and wlio were equally aa indig- 
nant as myself at Mr. Sproat's pro- 
ceedings. We addressed letters to the 
Provincial Govornmnnt and tho Gov- 
ernment at Ottawa expressing our 
opinion and deprecating the miserable 
manner in whiolx your tribe as well as 
others have been treated. In my re- 
port to tho Provincial Government I 
endeavored to show as clearly as pos- 
sible the fact that few o): the tribes from 
Cache Creek had anything like enough 
land to support thorn, and I mentioned 
your tribe in particular, who, to my 
certain knowledge, have not one inch 
they can call their owiL Following is 
extracted from my report of 8t!i March, 
l87S, aadrcsseil to lion. A. C lillliotL: 
"zVs I remarked in niy former report 
tho Indians from Yalo to Spenee's 
Bridge possess no land at all with the 
o.^ception of a fow acres at Spuzzum. 
Those on the 13ona]iarto, Canoe Creek, 
Dog Creek, Alkali Lake and Soda 
Creek have only very small reserves at 
present of an extremely sterile soil, 
and those of Williams Lake none what- 
ever, and for my own part I really do 
not see where lands in these neighbor- 
hoods are to be found to give them 
without purchasing from white settlers. 
I Inive called your attention again to 
this .subject, as I think it a grave one. 
No doubt there is plenty of land to be 
found, but the difficulty is to find it in 
such situations as would lie capable of 
being irrigated without great ox])Ci]so 
and labor." 

I hope cither !Mr. Lonihan or Col. 
Powell will consider your wants as ex- 
pressed in your letter and take means 
to furnish you with such food as will 
keep you from starvation. Your father 
put confidence in my Avord in days 
gone by, and I think you still do the 
same. Believe mo once more when I 
say that I feel sure ample justice will 
be done to you all next spring... Should 
my word, liowever, on this occasion 
fail I will never ask you again to have 
confidence in it; at tho same time I 
know you would not think that I 
would wilfully mislead you. With

collision took place yesterday morn- 
ing between the steaniera Wilson G. 
Hunt and Enterprise aa tlioj' were leaving 
tho harbor for Now Westminster. Both 
steamers left their respective wharves at 
about 8 o'clock, at which time a stiff 
broezo from tlio southwest ■was prevailing. 
When aeoting Shoal Point .the Enter- 
priso was on the loo shore and tho Wil- 
son G. Hunt w.a.s taking a course inside 
tho buoy which is situated outside tho 
spot on tho spit where tho dredger was 
at work. Both .steamers were going at 
full speed and as they came almost along- 
side both starboarded their holms. The 
Hunt at this moment -was apparently tra- 
velling quicker than tho Enterprise and 
tho result was that tho Hunt's port side 
struck tho Enterprise's starboard side just 
abaft tho paddlobnx. Tlio cnllisioii caus- 
ed both tho stoainors to career, violently 
and for a few iiiinutos there was groat 
excitement on board, tho shouts of tho 
pass^ngersbeingdiBtinctlyheardby persons 
who witnessed tho accident from tho ad- 
jacent .shores. An oye-witness states tliat 
with the aid of a glass lie could plainly 
discern that tho Entorpriso liad sustained 
serious injuiy to her starboard paddle- 
box and upper works, but ho could not, 
from the position of tho boats, ascertain 
whether the Hunt~ was damaged or not. 
After the coUisioii both steamers "slowed 
down" and proceeded on tho voy.igo, the 
Hunt crossing tho bows of the Entorpri.so 
and taking tho insido track ; tho latter 
steamer standing out and taking hor usual 
course. On tho arrival of tho ateamors 
at New Westminster tho aflair doubtless 
caused a lively scone.

Among several un])ublislied anec- 
dotes of tho Emperor Nicholas, related 
by a Russian contemporary, is the fol- 
lowing: — "One day tho Emperor, who 
was Olio of the strictest and most in- 
flexible of uisciplinarians, mot, in a 
street in St. Petersburg, a drunken 
dragoon, who was riding inadroschky, 
and angrily asked the soldier what he 
was doing. The imminence of his dan- 
ger partially sobered the latter. He 
rose in his carriage, drew his sword, 
and, saluting the Cziu', .said : ' I am 
taking a drunken soldier to the guard- 
room, your Majesty.' The Emperor 
Nicholas smiled, gave the soldier a five- 
rouble piece, and told liis coachman to 
drive liim, not to the guard-room, but 
homo." 

Some speeulativc [)orsoiis have form- 
ed a partnership with the object of re- 
covering the remains of the French 
vessels of war sunk at the battle of tlie 
Nile. These, including tho Orient, 
whicli blow up in the ongngemont, con- 
sist, it is said, of five .ships of diflcrent 
sizes. Aboukir Bay (about twilvo 
miles from Alexandria), where tho bat- 
tle took place, is not unfavorably sit- 
uated for diving operations, tho water 
being of no great depth, and the bot- 
tom consisting of loose sand capable of 
being easily dredged away. The would- 
bo salvors estimate that at least eighty 
tons of coiiper will be obtainable from 
each of the ships, and this alone will, 
it is reckoned, make the enterprise re- 
munerative. 

A cheesemonger in London was sum- 
moned recently for selling butter adul- 
terated to the extent of 75 per cent.

Ho did not see the 
placard produced, The defendant said 



he had not any label beai-ing tho words 
"This is butter," but he produced two, 
one bearing the words, "Oh, mother, 
look, Is;" the other, "This is better. Is 
2d." The ticket bearing the word 
"bettor" was the one, he said, the in- 
spector had mistaken for "butter." Mr. 
Bushby examined the placard and label, 
and said that the "e" in "better" was 
so rubbed that any one might have 
taken it for a "u." The jdaeard was 
also artfully contrived to deceive the 
passer-by, for the words "pure and un- 
adulterated" were set out in largo red 
letters, while the context stating that 
the defendant would not bo responsible 
for the butter vf&a small and black and 
rubbed. He thought it was a clear 
cuse of intention to defraud, and order- 
ed defendant to pay n fine of §525 or 
sutler two months' imprisonment. The 
money was paid. 

The Lord Chief Baron of the E.vche- 
([ucr Sii" Fitzroy .Kelly, attained his 
8.3rd year this month. Ho is ai re- 
marlcablo man, can ■walk twelve miles 
a day and .sit any number of liours on 
the bench. Some forty years ago he 
was ostracised for having committed 
some corrupt act at an election at Ips- 
wich and being accused of having" com- 
mitted perjury to palliate it. Sir Ro- 
bert Peel passed liim over repeatedly, 
but ho outlived tho imputation through 
his great ability. Like tho Lord Chan- 
cellor, Lord St. Leonards, he married 
Ins cook.

A party of Clovcland youths march- 
around town tho other day wearing 
elegantly trimniod bonnets. When tlio 
police asked them to explain the young 
men pointed to ladies promenading the 
streets with men's Iiats on, and simply 
said, "Turn about is fair l)lay." 

— This 
is tho origin of tho phrase, "I acknow- 
ledge tho corn:" In 1828 Andrew 
Stewart, a member of Congress, said in 
a speech that Ohio, Kentucky and In- 
diana sent their liaystackH, corn fields 
and fodder to New York and Philadel- 
phia for sale. Wicklifle of Kentucky 
called him to order, declaring that 
those States did not send haystacks or 
corn fields to New York for sale.

LoNDox, Nov. 18. — The World says 
there is reason to bolievo that the re- 
turn of Princess Louise to England is 
not entirely a matter of pleasure, but is 
attributed in a largo extent to the in- 
terest sho takes in tho launching of a 
company for the development of col- 
onization lands in jNlanitoba and tho 
territory abutting on Lake Winnipeg. 
An association has already been form- 
ed for this ])ur]ioso under the title of 
the Lake Winnipeg Land and Coloni- 
zation Association. Lord Walter 
Campbell is ono of the directors of this 
Company. Tlie prospectus gives a few 
details of the enterprise. The price at 
which Manitoba-grown wheat is to be 
landed at Liverpool is thirty-fivo 
shillings per quarter.
